The annval report of the selectmen and town treasurer is 
submitted this year in a new form as required by the state tax 
commission who are requiring all towns to use a uniform system 
of accounting. The report shows more plainly the financial 
condition and how the money has been expended. ) 


We would call attention to one item of expense for which 
there was no appropriation. We were required by vote of the 
town at the Spring meeting, 1915, to purchase a hearse not to 
exceed $500. We have exercised our best judgment in this and 
have purchased same with attachable runners for winter use 
at a total cost of $452.00. 


The appropriation of $150.00 for providing roads. in the 
winter has proved far too small as the report of the road agent 
will show. Labor conditions which prevailed during the sum- 
mer and fall made it impossible for us to obtain help at a price 
that would be approved by the State Highway Department and 
the state road construction had to be eliminated with the ex- . 
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ception of two cement culverts on the 1912 improved road and 
seven metal culverts laid in cement on the Beech Hill road. 


The matter of highway improvement in the future is one 
of pressing importance and needs the most intelligent consi- 
deration of the citizens and tax payers at the annual meeting. 

A.committee to be elected at this mecting to confer with 


the Selectmen in an advisory capacity might improve results. 
This would surely have the advantage of acquainting those 
engaged of some of the difficulties which have to be encount- 


ered.

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REPORT OF EOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of Harrisville: 


In presenting to you my second annual report, we wish to 
state that in the past year we have had reported one case of 
scarlet fever, 6 cases of measles and 1 of whooping cough. 
The searlet fever case was under strict quarantine (by so doing 
people were not allowed to come in contact with the child at 
the time). All those having the measles are out again, and we 
are free from any contageous disease. Very few complaints of 
people dumping rubbish beside the road were reported. In re- 
gard to sink drains, cellars, ete., there were various complaints 
and in some cases it was found that the complaints were well 
founded and that sink drains were running into cellars of 
houses occupied by families. It is a wonder that we have not 
had more sickness. Some of these things have been remedied 
and we have the assurance of property owners that there will 
be a general cleaning up as soon as conditions allow. There 
was a Side street that had been in bad condition for a number 
of years. : Rubbish, ete., has been gathering there. This street 
has been cleaned up and is now in good condition. If any one 
knows of any sink drains, ete., that are in bad condition they 
should either let me know or write to the State Board of Health 
at Concord, N. H. The matter will be very quickly adjusted. 

The past summer we had the infantile paralysis (poliomy- 
elitis) agitation. Everything was done to keep people out of 
town who were in any district where the disease existed or 
people who. might have come in contact with the disease. In 
two cases people were not allowed to stop here, but made to 
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return to their homes. One case was reported back from Bos- 
ton, where the child was taken down two days after its arrival. 
Of course at the time it made some ill feelings, but we must 
stop and consider that a case like that in our small community 
undoubtedly would develop more. One family was under 
quarantine for two weeks owing to the fact that they were ex- 
posed to the disease in New York. Notices were also posted 
asking parents to keep their children away from districts 
where the disease existed. This was done under the advice of 
the State Board of Health. In closing I wish to thank Hon. 
G. B. Leighton of Monadnock, who is also a health officer, who 
kindly assisted in many ways; also the doctors, who in some 
cases made no charges; also the selectmen, who cooperated in 
every way.

Of course much depends on the 
selection of teachers. We exercised our best Judgment in this 
as far as our funds would permit, and have been fortunate 
in securing those of special training or experience and they 
have all been faithful to their responsibilities. 

The Eastview school, which has been closed for the past two 
years and the pupils transported to Dublin, was reopened last 
Spring with eleven scholars. It is hoped that enough scholars 
will continue to reside here to warrant the continuation of this 
school. 

An inerease in the number of scholars in the Chesham 
school made it necessary to either hire an assistant or open an- 
other room. The latter course was deemed the more satis- 
factory as much of the equipment necessary for this was at 
hand and we purchased what was needed. The addition of a 
teacher in this school and one at Eastview and with the in- 
ereased cost in supplies, fuel, etc., has increased the running 
expenses of our schools about one-fifth. It will be seen that 
with these exceptions our schools have been carried on sub- 
stantially as in previous years. 

At the present time there are ten pupils attending high 
schools for which the town is paying tuition, six of them grad- 
uated from the eighth grade last June and passed with eredit- 
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able showing into the high schools at Keene and Hancock. This 
fact, we believe, warrants us in saying that our schools will 
compare favorably with those in surrounding towns. 

Our common schools are a priceless legacy bequeathed to 
us which should be carefully treasured and improved, they be- 
ing the foundation-stone upon which depends the stabilty of our 
government. <A liberal education is one of the greatest pro- 
moters of all our religious, moral and social interests, conse- 
quently a reliable guard against, and preventative of crime. 
Show us a criminal and we will show you one who has not had 
or would not avail himself of proper educational advantages. 
This we think will prove true with rare exceptions. How im- 
portant it is then that our children make the most of their 
educational advantages, so freely afforded them, and parents 
should insist upon their doing so. 

The school board acting through their teachers has tried 
during the past few years to follow as closely as possible the 
program of studies prepared by the state superintendent of 
schools and his co-workers for the public schools of New Hamp- 
shire. It is of very great value to our schools to follow this 
program prepared by able and efficient men as a basis for all 
the schools throughout our state. 

During the last year a change has been made in thar pro- 
gram of studies, which if carried out, our schools will cover in 
six years the work formerly done in eight years. In other 
words the regular work done in our eight grades will be com- 
pleted at the end of the sixth grade, and much work formerly 
done for the first time in the high school will be required in the 
seventh and eighth grades. That is, algebra, conerete geometry. 
latin or French, ete., will be taken in grades seven and eight. 

This work ought to be well done in our schools (two 
rooms in a building) without extra cost. If done this will 
keep a few of our present pupils, not any of our future pupils, 
one or two years longer in the town schools. But they will 
do much advance and valuable work not before called for in 
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our schools. Then, too, our pupils will be far better fitted 
and equipped for their later high school work. 

This, too, will probably make some difference to the town 
in the amount of tuition paid for pupils to attend high school. 

To the young people of our town we wish to say—if you 
will allow us to speak from our own experience—that when 
you have completed your school days in our common schools 
and go to higher institutions or have entered upon the active 
duties of life, your chief regret will be that you did not better 
improve your time in the common schools. If you do not realize 
this now you will sometime. The proportion of life that you 
can devote to obtaining an education is short at the longest, 
therefore, we urge you not to waste any part of it. 

We have endeavored to give the schools our best efforts 
and regret that we have not the ability to serve you better.
